but unquestionably it is approaching, and trusts 
on the one hand and strikes on the other, mo- 
nopoly and competition, luxury and penury, the 
ambi of politicians, and the fanaticism of 
demagogues are preparing the way of its feet, 
and come when it may, it will vindicate labor as 
exalt it to its true throne 
of honor and dignity. FV 

When this much-to-be- desired hour arrives Ma- 
sonry may well share in the general joy, as it 
bas ever magnified the claims of honest toil. In 
a line with this spirit is the fact that where Ma- 
sonry is most prevalent today there labor is 
most sincerely and thoroughly respected. 
Where lodges are not allowed to meet women 
are everywhere bOurden-bearers and workmen 
are oppressed and scorned. But in America and 
England, and in some other lands where Masonry 
is a power, in spite of appalling inequalities and 
sufferings, labor as such is rightly honored and 
reverenced. 

Freemasonry recognizes no practical way to 
permanently improve the condition of the work 
ing classes that does not comprehend skill and 
honesty in the labor performed. Any scheme 
that seems to undervalue patient, conscientious 
industry and that encourages an artisan to pre- 
sent and to expect wages for a task which in its 
execution is neither square nor true,“ nor such 
as is worthy to be received, it most heartily re- 
pudiates. If those who deplore the evils of their 
lot and confidently expect a happy deliverance 
to be wrought out for them would only in the 


meanwhile sharpen the saw, be frugal, be tem- 


perate, be industrious, they would do much to 
hasten the wished for day and to render it a suc- 
cess on its arrival. 

Worshipful grand master and worshipful 
grand lodge of Llinois, I have spoken these 
things to remind you and to inform the world 
that our order is not a mere social organization 
for the pleasure of banquetmgs and procession- 
ings, having no practical bearing on the serious 
issues of life. We are not. overgrown children 
playing with gaudy toys and amusing ourselves 
with regalias and high sounding names, but the 
custodians of an institution whose object 1s to 
elevate and unify mankind. 

Let us prize our present opportunity. If we 
shall be true to our traditions when our success- 
ors shall assemble in their centennial it may be 
in happier times than ours, and, looking back- 
ward, they may have reason to thank God that 
we ever lived and worked. Ah, sirs! though we 
may not be permitted to see the coming brighter 
day, if we shall strive for it and pray for it we 
may close our eyes on the sun in peace, assured 
that ic will not tarry. Through the mist of years 
and the dim haze of tears I already see the dawn- 
ing, and hail with joy the certain blessed future— 
When crime shall cease and ancient fraud shall 


fail, 
Returning justice lift aloft her scale; 
Peace oer the realm her ohve wand extend, 
And whiterobed innocence, from Heaven de- 
scend.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. 
Mr. Whitehouse’s Pian for Egvpt. 

Mr. Cope Whitehouse, the Egyptologist, lect- 
ured last night before the Western Society of 
Engineers on some of the results of his re- 
searches in the desert southwest of Cairo. Mr. 
Whitehouse says he discovered a depression of 
large area, and his project is to use this as a vast 
reservoir in connection with the irrigation of 
the Delta by .digging a canal to the Nile. 
When the ganal is cut, Mr. Whitehouse says, n 
will take four seasons of overfiow of the Nile to 
fill the basin. Then a regulator could be placed 
in the canal, allowing the water to escape as it 
is needed for sirrigution purposes. During bis 
lecture Mr. Whitehouse spoke of many of the 
curious features of the country in which he spent 
seven years. One of his ideas is that the pyra- 
mids were not erected but were carved from 
hills common to the desert. 


Socialists Adopt a Platform. 

The list coavention at Twelfth Street 
Turner hall adopted a platform yesterday de- 
claring the wellknown socialist idea for a reor- 
ganization of society On a cobperative basis. In 
distinction from anarchy, it declares that “the 
true state stipulates the sovereignty of the peo- 
ple whose will 1s expressed in the law, which is a 
sacred compact and agreement under which 
each individual has equal rights and duties.” 
The party organization was modeled after that 
of the great political parties, and qonventions 
will be held; every presidential year.

suitably fulfill these conditions. 

At the present writing it is certain that 
North Dakota, South Dakota, and Wash- 
ington nave been carried by the Republicans 
by handsome majorities, and that they bave 
elected their state officers ana four members 
of Congress, besides having Republican 
legislatures which will send six Republican 
senators to Washington. It is also certain 
that the four congressmen—Hansbroueh of 
North Dakota, Gifford and Pickler of South 
Dakota, and Wilson of Washington—are 
gentlemen of more than ordinary ability and 
public spirit, ang will make their mark in 
the Fifty-first Congress. The senatorial 
contests li these three states will also arouse 
widespread interest. It is conceded that ex- 
Gov. Pierce, formerly of Chicago, will be one 
of the senators from North Dakota, and ex- 
Gov. Ordway or Gen. Harrison Allen Will be 


likely to be the other. 


In South Dakota there are three prominent 
candidates, Pettigrew, Moody, and Edger- 
ton. Washington has numerous aspirants, 
with Cannon and Squire in the lead. They 
are all men of marked ability, and they can 


‘satisfy the financial tests, which seem to be 


senatorial conditions nowadays. 

The situation in Montana is one of great 
uncertainty at this writing, both sides claim- 
ing the victory, but it appears as if that 
state would start out under Republican 
auspices. If the Republicans have carried 
the legislature it is something that was hard- 
ly believed to be possible. The last congres- 
sional election went Republican, but the vio- 
tory was achieved only bya factional divis- 
ion among the big four Democratic leaders, 
who reunited in the election of deitgates to 
the constitutional convention, and have ever 
since concentrated their money and their 
energies to secure Democratic success in the 
organization of the state. It must be remem- 


-bered that Montana is preéminently a mining 


state, and that the bulk of the miners of ail 
kinds for some mysterious reasons are every- 
where free trade Democrats. The farming 
element of Montana is also largely composed 
of ex-rebels from Missouri, who, when the 
war became too hot for them, migrated, 


crossed Nebraska and Dakota into Montana 


territory, and settled around Helena, where 
there is some irrigaton, and went to 
raising horses, cattle, sheep, and hogs. Nu- 
merous others have followed them from Mis- 
souri, and thus there has been a large ingress 
of the old proslavery Democrats, while com- 


| paratively few northera farmers have gone 


in there because the inducements have not 
been sufficient. Under such circumstances 
it win not be surprising if the Democrats 
have elected their candidates. On the other 


hand, if the Republicans have been success: - 


ful it will be a victory to be nne to 
boast of. |

ans have secured three of the new states, 
four members uf Congress, and six senators. 
it is possible they have four states, five 
members of Congress, and eight senators. As 
to the side issues prohibition has been de- 


feated in North Dakota and in Washington 


and apparently carried in South Dakota. 
Woman suffrage in Washington and minor- 
ty representation in South Dakota have been 
defeated. . 

WHY ITALY IS IN THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

An article in the London Contemporary Re 
view upon the triple alliance of Germany, 
Austria, and Italy and the place which Italy 
occupies in it, by some supposed to have been 
written by Mr. Gladstone, is attracting much 
attention in Europe owing to the severity 
with which Italy is attacked for placing her- 
self in a position of antagonism to France. 
“For her,” says the writer, to take up 
arms for the purpose of thwarting the policy 
and aims of France, to whom she owes her 
independence in tne war of liberation, would 
be one of tne gravest and most shocking 
scandals of history.“ The writer, whoever 
he may be, has studied history to little pur- 
pose if he is not aware that Italy has been 
forced into her present alliance with Austria 
and Germany by the hostile action of France, 
and that she would have submitted to any- 
thing short of national disgrace and humila- 
tion to have remained friendiy to France 
after the latter had helped her in the open- 
ing steps of national unification. 

A brief historical résumé will make this 
point clear. In 1850 France assisted Victor 
Emanuel to increase his territory by res- 
cuing Lombardy from the Austrians, with 
the exception of Mantua, the papal states, 
and the duchies of Parma and Modena In 
1866, as the outcome of the struggle between 
Prussia and Austria, Victor Emanuel, with 
the aid of Count Cavour’s eminent diplomatic 
ability, was enabled to seize the rest of Lom- 
bardy, with Venetia, and unify Italy with 
the exception of Rome and the papal states, 
which were occupied by a strong French gar- 
rison in behalt of the Pope. Confronted with 
a notification from France that she could not 
have the states of the church and Rome, the 
capital was moved to Florence, there to 
await the time when Italy could regain her 
ancient capital. That time came sooner than 
was anticipated. In 1870 disaster followed 
fast upon the heels of disaster to the French 
arms at the hands of victorious Germany, 
and the garrison at Rome had to be recaliea. 
It was Victor Emanuel’s advantage, and he 
promptiy improved it by driving out the 
ultramontane Irish and French-Canadian 
bodyguard, annexing Rome and the states 
by plebiscite—1 e., popular vote-—and re- 
possessing the ancient capital of the Cœsars. 

The French government, however, did not 
acquiesce and relinguish its unfriendly pur- 
pose, but notified Italy that when the oppor- 
tune time came it would drive her out of 
Rome and restore the Pope to his political 
power, and from that time to this France has 
cherished and maintained that determina- 
on with unchanging implacability. The 
Italian people are just as resolute in their 
purpose to cling te their ancient capital, as it 
belongs to them both by ancient title and by 
every modern international right. They are 
ready to forfeit the favor of France and to 
burden themselves with taxation, and have 
raised an afmy and navy far beyond their 
resources for maintenance rather than sur- 
render their capital aun submit again to 
priest rule in politics. Not si strong 
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his regaining political power, why does she 
pot demonstrate her devotion by installing 
him in Paris? There can be no possibility of 
friendiy feeling between Italy and France 
until the latter renounces her purpose of in- 
terfering in the domestic affairs of Italy and 
engages not to assist the Pope in selzing and 
occupying Rome and setting up again the 
abhorrent dogma of temporal power. 

In the conduct of this business France has 
madg two extraordinary biunders, first, in 
driving reluctant Italy to Austria and Ger- 
many tor protection, and, second, in forcing 
Bugiand to enter into some sort of alliance 
or arrangements with them by which she 
will be upon their side when the tug of war 
comes as the outcome of France's threats to 
drive England out of Egypt ana seize her 


Oighway to India. If France had treated 


England in this matter as England treated 
her in the Tunisian affair she would have se- 
cured her benevolent neutrality. If she had 
given Italy assurances that she would never 
interfere with her possession of her own cap- 
ital and would never seek to impose the papal 
yoke upon her again italy would still have 
been her friend. This 1s what history demon- 

strates. French statesmen and politicians 
have badly blundered. 


MEXICO RETALIATES AGAINST THE UNIT- 
ED STATES. 

It 1s unfortunate that just as the inter- 
national congress of American nations has 
convened the republic of Mexico is waging 
severe tariff retaliation against the United 
States, but a careful examination of the 
matter’ will show that Presideut Diaz has 
considerable provocation, to say the least, 
for the action he has taken. The United 
States treasury department was the first to 
strike, and by issuing orders intended to 
check the importation of Mexican silver ores 
into this-country gave the Mexican govern- 
ment a pretext for striking back, and it has 
done so with energy. 

The decree of President Diaz, which goes 
inte effect Nov. 1, 1889, puts duties as follows 
ouimports from the United States: Hogs, 
on foot, each 2.28; horned cattle, each ; 
mules, éach $3; fresh beef, porx. and birds, per 
kilogram, 10 cents; Sausage, salted and smoked 
méats, including hams and shoulders, per kilo- 
gram, 25 cents; geldings, euch $40. These 
retaliatory duties will practically stop the 
importation of cattle and hogs from the 
United States. The dressed beef industry, 
which has been acquiring a large trade in 
Mexico, will also be shut out. It is claimed 
in Mexico that the retaliation against Ameri- 
can meat products and live stock will be fol- 
lowed by pronibitory duties on American 
miring machinery, for which a large and ex- 
panding market has been found recently in 
Mexico; — 

There is room for the belief that the treas- 
ury department erred in ordering the col- 
lection of higher duties ou the silver lead 
ores of Mexico. The great value of these 
ores in ‘this country is in making @ flux for 
thé’ reduction of native ores, and they have 
been bought largely for that purpose by the 
smelting works in New Mexico and Arizona. 
Many kinds of American stiver ores cannot 
be reduced at a profit unless mixed with the 
Mexican silver lead ores. Colorado produces 
silver lead ores also, and mine owners in that 
state believe that if they could keep out the 
Mexican ores the value of the lead in their 
output would be materially increased. And 
it was in their bebalf the treasury ruling was 
made. It is doubtful whether any such re- 
Bult would foliow, but at any rate it is hardly 
to the interest of the general public to have 
lead advanced in price and mining promoted 
in Colorado to the injury of like enterprises 
in New Mexico and Arizona, and at the cost 
of Mexican retaliation against farm products 
and the dressed beef industry. 

The present tariff puts a duty of one and 
One-half cents a pound on lead ores and ad- 
mits silver ores free. In respect to ores con- 
taining both silver apd leud the treasury de- 
partment has heid heretefore that if the sil- 
ver predominated in value they should come 
in free, and if the greater value was in the 
lead they must pay the duty. The silver 
lead ores of Mexico needed in this country 
for fiuxing purposes and the reduction of 
native ores carry more silver than lead, and 
hence have been coming in free. The order 
which phe treasury department bas issued at 
the solicitation of the Colorado mineowners 
who dégire to force up the price of lead looks 
to the exciusion of these ores, and as such a 
policy will bear hard on the mining interests 
of Mexico it is not surprising that it has 
caused retaliation by the Mexican govern- 
ment. It is unfortunate that this complica- 
tion has arisen at the time of the meeting of 
the international congress, but it will serve 
to show the chief difficulty in the way of ex- 
tending our trade with other American coun- 
tries. They will demand, just as Mexico 
does in this instance, that the United States 
take their products, and this request will be 
opposed particularily by home interests, which 
desire the exclusion of competing foreign 
productions. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES COMING 
| WEST 


Mr. Grange Sard, the general manager of 
a large foundry establishment which has an- 
hounced that it will remove its plant from Al- 
bany, N. V.. to Aurora, in this state, said in 
a recent interview explaining the change: 


Our coming west is not a mere whim. It is 
significant of a movement which is bound 0 be- 
come more apparent every year. The outlet in 
the west for manufacthred goods is gtowing to 
be enofmous, acd in all lines of manufacture 
where freights cut a large figure factories will be 
foreed to come west. Establishments like watch 
factories, in which a pound of steel makes thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of goods, are not affected 
—— — — 12 manufacture are and may 

main in Gast, dut others mu eceseari 
drift westward. me * 


0 foundry pow under Mr. Sard’s man- 
ment was established in Albany over fifty 
vears ago, whea that city, which was at the 
head of navigation on the Hudson and at the 
mouth'of the Erie canal, seemed peculiarly 
well situated to command western trade. As 
west grew, however, it was found that 
three-fourths of the trade of the establisi- 
ment was beyond the transportation facilities 
counted upon when the plant was first put up 
at Albany. For years it has been growing 
more and more to the interest of eastern man- 
ufacturers in general to get nearer their cus- 
tomers in the west, and the disposition to 
move westward has been sharply stimulated 
by the short haul principie of tne interstate 
act with its tendency to localize markets and 
bring producers and ccusumers together. 
Mr. Sard says he finds he can buy raw ma- 
terial cheaper in the west and by getting 
nearer his customers can save a great deal 
in transportation charges. He thinks his es- 
tablishment only a leader in a coming in- 
austrial migration” and that it will not te 
long before otber large concerns will follow.” 
Mr. Sard is undoubtediy right, and the 
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would bartly pay movement expenses and 
Would then recoup itself by high charges on 
local business. Hailroad tariffs were ad- 
justed to check the natural tendency of man- 
ufacturers to come west. The interstate act 
interfered with this practice, and now that 
the consequences uf that measure are becom- 
ing generally felt there will be no more asti- 
ficial obstructions to prevent manufacturers 
coming west and railroad discrimination 
Will not deprive this section of its natural 
advantages. In all likelihood manufactur- 
ing will be greatly increased in the west in 
the course of afew years and many large 
establishments will be moved here from the 
east. Manufacturers now desire to reach 
their customers by short hauls, and the in- 
terstate act, which forbids secuonal as well 
as personal favoritism, is proving a benefit 
to the west in more ways than one, 


CITY GAS WORKS NOT SOCIALISTIC,

trol gas works, water works, etc., says that 
Ald. Dixon and Cullerton are socialists be- 
cause one has introduced an ordindnce look- 
ing to the sale by the city to citizens of elec- 
tric light and power, and the other of fuel 
gas. It says: 

Saint Simon, or Proudhon, or Fourier, or Karl 
Marx, or Lassalle, or Liebknecht, or August 
Spies. or Albert Parsons was nota better or a 
worse socialist than either one of these two 
Municipal statesmen—as they may be judged by 
their latest schemes for the betterment of their 
constituencies. It is worth while to remark the 
curious trend of affairs in these days of wonder- 
ful progress and reformation. 


A little acquaintance with sécialism would 
have saved the junior organ from asserting 
that the principles of its own partx were in 
part borrowed from that source. Sociali¢m 
aims at the destruction of free competition 
between men. It wants to put everybody on 
a dead level and deprive intelligence and in- 
dustry and selfdehial of their reward. It 
wants the state to take charge of the feed- 
ing, clothing, and housing of men, to give all 
equal tasks, for which they are to draw equal 
rations, like tne private soldiers in an army, 
and obey orders of the boss socialists cailed 
the state. If the city of Chicago were to at- 
tempt to run the meat markets, the groceries, 
tne dry goods stores, the saloons and the 
drug stores, and find every man work, it 
would be establishing a socialistic commune. 
But when it proposes to furnish water, or 
gas, or electricity to the 200,000 independent 
citizens, it is treading on entirely different 
ground, and something municipal govern- 
ments may well do with advantage to the 
citizens without trenching on personal liberty. 

For the city to allow.a private corporation 
o supply gas or water is for it to create a 
monopoly. There is not and cannot well be 
any competition in that fiela. Experience 
proves that no matter how many gas com- 
panies are chartered the business is still a 
monopoly, carried on to squeeze money out 
of the people. Thereis no more possibility 
of competition than in a socialistic state. 
Therefore when the city steps in and says 

‘that it will attend to the supplying of gas 
and water it does not crush and kill out pri- 
vate enterprise, as it would were it to try to 
operate its groceries and dry goods stores. Pri- 
vate corporations could if they chose sell gas 
as cheap as the city if it had its own works, 
but they never choose, and cannot be made 
to choose to do it, and therefore the city may 
take the business into its own hands to pro- 
tect the citizens from the extortionate 
charges and bad service of cone 
‘it created. 

Wherever there is room tor the unre- 
stricted workings of individual energy and 
of private enterprise, where citizens can and 
will do a thing better than the municipality, 
it is better for the state or the city to keep 
its hands off. But when any business neces- 
sarily falls into the hands of a monopoly it 
is generally better that that monopoly should 
be the municipality and mot a syndicate of 
stock watering speculators who almost 
always abuse their privileges. Socialism 
looks to the destruction of individual liberty 
—not the curbing of monopolies. 


Alp. Drxon’s proposal for raising money 
to build the city a high water pressure service 
may be allright. The plan may be feasible, but 
the chances are that it will open the way to new 
dangers if adopted. Anyhow, itis uncalled for. 
It the law isn’t ready to hand empowering the 
city to act an appeal to the legislature will set- 
tie that difficuity in ample time. —Hvening News.

What power does 
it think tue legislature should be asked to 
give the city? It has been proposed that the 
legislature be asked for one of two things— 
to let the city tax itself to raise the money 
for these works or make some such arrange- 
ment with capital as Ald.

WOODRUFF IS IN LUCK. 


JUDGE BAKER GRANTS THE SUSPECT 
A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. | 


The Question as te Whether He Is Fu- 
°\ titled to s Discharge from Custody Will 
Be Argued Today—Mr. Browne and Mr. 
Crews Will Represent the Prisoner—No 
Other Juror Yet Secured in the Cronin 
Trial. i 
Judge Baker vesterday granted Attorney 
Browne’s petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
for Frank Woodruff, claiming that the 
Cronin suspect is entitled to his discharge 
under the statute, and it will be argued this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. Mr. Longenecker re- 
sisted the issuance of the writ on the ground 
that Judge: McConnell had already on 
all the points raised in overruling Woodruff’s 
motion for a discharge, but Mr. Browne de- 
clared he had some new points to offer. 
It 1s probable, however, that Mr. Browne 


will be superseded in offering his points and 


arguing the writ by Attorney Seth Crews, 
who hus been retained by Woodruff as an 
assistant counsel for the purpose. Woodruff 
thinks he ought to have been out long ago, 


and is inclined to blame Mr. Browne for not 


getting him out.

THE SAME OLD STORY AGAIN. 

A more disgusted cro than that which 
poured out of Judge McConnell’s courtroom 
shortly before 5 o'clock last night it would be 
difficult to find. Everybody, irom judge to 
prisoners, is weary and sick of the delay. 

Not since the trial began has the impa- 
tience been so universaliy felt ana the ex- 
pressions of disgust so outspoken as at the 
close of yesterday’s session. There was a 
general expectauon that the second quartet 
of jurors would be sworn in, but the pros- 
pects of such ap event are just 50 per cent 
less than they were before the day’s session 
began. First, the defense peremptorily cha- 
lenged Veniremaz Kramer, who, in his ex- 
aminauo the previous day, had proved bim- 
self to be made of sterling jury metal.

Ortawa, Ont., Sept. G. [New York Trib- 
une.|—Lord Stanley’s ' onged absence 
from the capital and his @Xpensive jaunts 
through the country from one end to the 
other have once more started the question 
whether it pays to import a Governor Gen- 
eral from England. The viceregal estab- 
lishment has proved an expensive luxury 
in the past, and is likely to do 
so as long as Governors General are 
chosen from a class of the Engiish nobility 


their oon. ihe Marquis of Lorne, during 
his term as Governor General, received $50,000 
a year, and his pleasure trips cost tne Domin-- 
ion $22,724.39. His journey to British Co- 
lumbia ran away with $11,741.39 of the public 
money, and the picnic to the northwest ter- 
ritories $10,988. He received, besides his sal- 
ary of $50,000 a year, an allowance of $5,000 a 
. for expenses. The maintenance of 

deau hall, the viceregal residence, also 
represents a large sum yearly in tne sta- 
tistics. 

Lord Dufferin was a still more costly luxury 
to this struggling, impoverished young na- 
tion than the son-in-law of the Queen and his 
bride, the Queen's daughter.

refused to enjoin packers trom tendering in 


settlement of contracts pork put into barrels 
this month, and yesterday the board of trade 
took action on the same line of policy. 
International Packing company tendered in 
settlement 250 barrels to Stauffer. The ten- 
der was refused on the ground which forms 
the basis of contention. 

The directors were called upon in the after 
noon to decide between the contestants, and 
decided in favor of the firm making the ten- 
der, thereby giving the victory to the bears, 
who may in pursuance of this verdict go 
ahead in the conversion of the 20,000 hogs 
per day now arriving at the stockyards into 
mess pork and deliver it in satisfaction of 
their short sales for this month. ö 

There was considerable interest in the deal 
and a good business done in the provision 
pit. Hutchinson in person entered the pit 
and bid the product up, and when October 
pork had been advanced to $11 per barrel 
he bid $10.50for 1,000 barrels packed this 
month without any one daring to sell it to 
him. He then bought 8,000 barreis from 
Steever for November delivery at $9.40. The 
sensational elements of October pork are ap- 
parently not yet crushed out by the decisions 
of the judges and the board of trade di- 
rectors.

powerful English tongue. I wish also to 
induige my feelings of satisfaction in 3 
company made up of Frenchmen, of Americans, 
and of Englishmen, in reflecting that there 1s no 
cause, unless it be our own folly—and against 
human folly there is no absolute guarantee— 
there is, I maintain, no cause upon earth which 
ought now or hereafter to divide us one from an- 
other or to revive those causes of honorabie or 
less honorable contention that have heretofore 
prevailed among us.
